the discharge without honor of three 
companies of negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry.

time a message was received from the 
president calling attention to the fact 
that the testimony taken by the com­ 
mittee sustains his position in dis­ 
charging the negro soldiers, 
lie rec­ 
ommends extension of the time for re- 
enlistment of the discharged men who 
might be found not to fall within the 
term s of the order. There were four 1 
reports from the committee, the ma­ 
jority being Signed by Senators War-1 
ren, lx>dge, W arner, Dupont, raliferro, 
Foster, Overman, 
Frazier 
and 
Me- 
Creaiy. 
A minority report was signed 
by Senators Foraker, Scott, Bulkely 
and llemenway. 
The majority report 
found as follows; 
That in the opinion of the commit­ 
tee the shooting was «lone by soine of 
the soldiers belonging to the Twenty- 
fifth infantry; that ti e testimony fails 
to identify the particular soldier or 
soldiers who partii ipate«l in the af­ 
fray.

Testim ony Not Reliable. 
Senator Foraker’s report declared 
that the testimony of the eyewitnesses 
against the negro soldiers is not re­ 
liable and that no motive for their al 
leged connection with the affray had 
been shown. 
He summed up the tes­ 
timony taken by the senate commit­ 
tee as follows: 
That it wholly fails to identify the 
particular Individuals or any of them 
who participated In the shooting; that 
it falls to show that any of the dis­ 
charge«! sohliers of the Twenty-fifth in­ 
fantry had entered into any agree­ 
ment or so-calle«l "conspiracy of si­ 
lence,” or that they withheld informa­ 
tion possess«'«! by them of the shoot­ 
ing; that the testimony is contradio- 
; tory and not suffic ient to sustain the 
I charge that the soldiers were eonnect-

| weight of evidence shows ihat none 
of the negro sohliers participated in 
the affray. 
A supplemental report signed by 
Senators Warner, W arren, Lo«lg«* and 
Dupont declares that under the evi- 
d« nee it is shown that the assault 
was perpetrated by members of the 
battalion, hut that it is reasonable to 
believe that all of the sohliers were 
not concerned In th<> commission of 
the < rime, «dther as principals or ac­ 
cessories. 
They recommomied that it 
would be Justice to restore to all of 
th«4 Innocent men the righis an«l pri- 
\il«‘g«*s which had accrued to them by 
i reason of their previous service in the 
army.

their marriage. 
As Harry Thaw' Is an 
inmate of an insane asylum he Is In 
the eyes of the law legally dead an«l 
the next of kin becomes technically 
the actual defendant in the case. 
An 
attempt also was made to serve Harry 
Thaw at Matteawan by a messenger, 
who was admitted to the asylum. 
Owing to a technicality the service 
was not completed. 
Dr. Robert Lamb, 
superlntend'-nt of the institution, be 
Ing Thaw ’s legal guar«lian, must also 
bo served, it was explained. 
Learning 
this, Thaw refused to accept service 
ami the process server returned to 
New York, where another set of pa­ 
per* will he prepared and servic«* 
made upon Dr. Lamb and Thaw. 
It 
is possible that Dr. Lamb w ill lie sub­ 
stituted for Mrs. William Thaw as co­ 
defendant. 
Daniel O’Reilly, counsel for Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, explained that T h a w ' s 
mother was made a co-<lef«»ndant be­ 
cause, being the next of kin, «he is, 
technically, the real «lefendunt. 
The 
law presumes her son to be insane and 
th<’ref«»re legally «lead. 
Mrs. Evelyn 
Thaw called at Mr. O Reilly’s office 
and attached her signature to the pa­ 
pers in the case. 
As she left the of­ 
fice Mrs. Thaw as asked whether she 
would subsequently make public the 
cause of the estrangement which led 
to the i-uit. 
She replied: 


" T h e Pubsic Will Never K n o w . ”

Dortmund, Prussia, March 12.—An 
explosion of fire-damp in the Lukas 
mine near here killed five men. 


Derelict Destroyer. 
About the middle or latter part of 
March a derelict destroyer will be 
launched at the Newport News ship­ 
yard. 
The new vessel will be under 
the control of the revenue cutter serv­ 
ice and will he used for blowing up the 
hulks of w recked or waterlogged dere­ 
licts that are a menace to navigation. 
It will cruise on the Atlantic coast 
from Maine to Florida and, in addition 
to destroying derelicts, will render aid 
to disabled steamers and sailing craft 
wherever possible. 
The new vessel is 
204 feet long, 24 feet beam and 20 feet 
deep in the hold. 
Her motive power 
equipment will he twTo Scotch boilers 
that will supply steam at high pressure 
to a triple expansion engine of 1,500 
horsepower. 
The vessel will have a 
single screw and will make a speed of 
about 10 knots an hour. 
Her equip 
ment will include the latest parapher 
nalia for blowing up hulks, and her 
coal capacity will allow her to be kept 
at sea for a considerable period. 
This 
vessel Is the first one of her type built 
in the United States.

Copley Thaw was served hore with 
papers in which she Is m ade a co-de­ 
fendant with her son, H arry K. Thaw 
in the action instituted by th* la h e r ’s 
wife, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, to annul 
their m arriage. 
As H arry T haw is an 
inm ate of an insane asylum he Is in 
the eyes of the law legally dead and 
the next of kin becomes technically 
the actual defendant in the case. 
An 
attem p t also was made to serve H arry 
Thaw at Matteawan by a m essenger, 
who w as admitted 
to the 
asylum. 
Owing to a technicality the service 
was not completed. 
Dr. Robert Lamb, 
superintendent of the institution, be­ 
ing T h a w ’s legal guardian, m ust also 
be served, it was explained. 
Learning 
this, Thaw refused to accept service 
and the process server returned to 
New York, where another set of pa­ 
pers 
will be prepared and 
service 
m ade upon Dr. Lamb and Thaw. 
It 
is possible that Dr. Lamb will be sub­ 
stituted for Mrs. William Thaw as co­ 
defendant. 
Daniel O’Reilly, counsel for Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, explained that T h aw ’s 
m other was made a co defendan t be­ 
cause. being the next of kin, she is, 
technically, the real defendant. 
T he 
law presum es her son to be insane and 
therefore legally dead. 
Mrs. Evelyn 
Thaw called at Mr. O'Reilly’s office 
and attached her signature to the pa­ 
pers in the case. 
As she left the of­ 
fice Mrs. Thaw as asked w hether she 
would subsequently m ake public the 
cause of the estrangem ent which led 
to the suit. 
She replied: 
“ The Public Will Never Know.” 


T he papers served briefly recite the 
fact of the m arriage at Pittsburg on 
April 4, 1905, and set forth “that at 
the tim e of the m arriage of the plain­ 
tiff to the defendant, the defendant 
was a lunatic and of unsound mind 
anti was incapable of m aking a valid 
contract of marriage. 
T he cause for 
annulling the m arriage to-wit: 
The 
lunacy of H arry Kendall T haw existed 
at the tim e of such m arriage.” 
L aw yer O’Reilly said th at he did not 
anticipate any trouble in obtaining 
from the defendant’s counsel fees and 
alimony.

“ It will not be necessary for Evelyn 
to go to the courts in order to get 
counsel fees and alimony while the 
suit is pending. 
She has been getting 
m oney from me to pay h er expenses 
while H arry is confined and this will 
be continued during the trial of the 
a n n u lm e n t suit. 
I shall fight the case 
upon instructions from my client and 
shall represent him personally in the 
defense.” 
T he m atter of a cash settlem ent 
upon the plaintiff has not been taken 
up, Mr. Peabody said.

Derelict Destroyer. 
About the middle or latter part of 
March a derelict destroyer will be 
launched at the Newport News ship­ 
yard. 
The new vessel will be under 
the control of the revenue cutter serv­ 
ice and will be used for blowing up the 
hulks of wrecked or waterlogged dere­ 
licts that are a menace to navigation. 
It will cruise on the Atlantic coast 
from Maine to Florida and, in addition 
to destroying derelicts, will render aid 
to disabled steamers and sailing craft 
wherever possible. 
The new vessel is 
204 feet long, 24 feet beam and 20 feet 
deep in the hold. 
Her motive power 
equipment will be two Scotch boilers 
that will supply steam at high pressure 
to a triple expansion engine of 1,500 
horsepower. 
The vessel will have a 
single screw and will make a speed of 
about ie knots an hour. 
Her equip­ 
ment will include the latest parapher­ 
nalia for blowing up hulks, and her 
coal capacity will allow her to be kept 
at sea for a considerable period. This 
vessel is the first one of her type built 
In the United States.

Am endm ent to Anti-Race T ra ck Gamb­ 
ling Bill Does Not Suit Him. 
Albany, N. Y., M arch 12.— Fear that 
the anti-race track gambling legisla­ 
tion 
recommended 
by 
Governor 
H ughes in his annual m essage to the 
legislature might be sm othered in com­ 
m ittee was dispelled to some extern 
by the action of the senate committee 
on codes in reporting the first of the 
bills introduced by Senator Agnew to 
em body the governor’s recom m enda­ 
tions. 
The assembly codes committee 
w as expected to take sim ilar action, 
but its hearings on other bills were 
protracted and it adjourned for the 
day without action. 
The bills will be 
discussed and probably reported. 
The advocates of the legislation, es­ 
pecially Governor Hughes, were dis­ 
appointed to find that the senate com­ 
mittee had amended the bill so as to 
defer its taking effect until Sept. J. 
The governor made no secret of his 
disapproval of this amendment, saying 
that its only purpose was to exempt 
the major part of this year’s racing 
schedule from the prohibition of gamb­ 
ling, and that there was no “reason 
for postponing obedience to the con­ 
stitution of the state.” 


President Roosevelt Favors Reim burs­ 
ing Un ion Pacific. 
W ashington, March 12.— An impor 
tant conference was held at the W hite 
House betw een President Roosevelt, 
Secretary of the Interior Garfield and 
Messrs. Maxwell Evarts and H. J. 
Cory, representing the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad company, to see if there 
could be brought a s e t t l e m e n t of the 
claim of that company for making re­ 
pairs to the big break in the Colorado 
river about a year ago, and which 
formed th e Salton sea, w hen the lives 
and property of American citizens in 
the Im perial valley of California were 
thieatened. 
After 
conference 
be 
tween the various interests at that 
time the president and Edw ard H. 
H arrim an reached an agreem ent that 
the Southern Pacific system should 
have Hie w ork done and that the 
president would use his influence to 
have (he road reim bursed for its ex 
penditures. 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
m ade claim for $1,600,000 and the set­ 
tlem ent has been deferred for some 
time. 
Senator Flint of California has 
introduced a bill providing for the pay 
m eat of the claim, but little progress 
has been m ade in getting It through 
congress. 
At the conference the situation was 
thoroughly discussed and 
according 
to Mr. Cory, President Roosevelt ex­ 
pressed him self in favor of a prompt 
settlem ent of the claim. 
He recog­ 
nized that while (here is no legal ob 
ligation on the part of the govern 
ment to settle the claim, there is a 
moral obligation to pay it. 
As a re­ 
sult of the conference, Mr. Cory stated 
that the president will w rite a letter 
to Chairm an Miller of the house coni 
mil tee on claim s asking that the m at­ 
ter be investigated and urging that 
the claim be settled as soon as possi­ 
ble.

Washington, March 12.—A vivid de­ 
scription of atrocities alleged to have 
been perpetrated on slave laborers on 
plantations on the islands of Principe 
and Saint Tome, Portuguese West Af­ 
rica, was given 
in an 
address on 
"Children’« Lives in Africa” by Gen­ 
eral Joubert Plenear of South Africa, 
at the night session of the Interna­ 
tional congress on the welfare of the 
child under the a u s p ic e s of the Na­ 
tional Mothers’ congress. 
“The atrocities I have witnessed in 
Portuguese West Africa have taken 
such a hold upon me,” declared Gen­ 
eral Plenear, "that I cut myself loose 
from all my business and leaving my 
family thousand« of miles away, I 
have consecrated my life to the free­ 
ing of the men and women that are 
dally being done to death and the lit­ 
tle children that I have seen beaten 
until the blood flowed to the ground.” 
The speaker said that he had formed 
an association with the intention of 
petitioning 
the 
Portuguese 
govern­ 
ment and on behalf of the slaves to 
establish missionary settlements to 
civilize and Christianize them and to 
act as a guard over the slave trader 
and to report the atrocities to th« as­ 
sociation. 
“This seems to me,” he 
said, “the only effective way of put­ 
ting a stop to this 
iniquity.” 
He 
asked for the support of the Mothers’ 
congress in his mission of humanity.

“the cruelties

TELLS OF ATROCITIES. 


General Flenser Describes Cruelties 
Perpetrated on Slave Laborers. 
Washington, March 12.—A vivid de­ 
scription of atrocities alleged to have 
been perpetrated on slave laborers on 
plantations on the islands of Principe 
and Saint. Tome, Portuguese West Af­ 
rica, was given In an address on 
'‘Children’s Lives in Africa” by Gen­ 
eral Joubert Plenear of South Africa, 
at the night session of the interna­ 
tional congress on the welfare of the 
child under the auspices of the Na­ 
tional Mothers’ congress. 
“The atrocities I have witnessed In 
Portuguese West Africa have taken 
such a hold upon me,” declared Gen­ 
eral Pienear, “that I cut myself loose 
from all my business and leaving my 
family thousands of miles away, I 
have consecrated my life to the free­ 
ing of the men and women that are 
daily being done to death and the lit­ 
tle children that I have seen beaten 
until the blood flowed to the ground.” 
The speaker said that he had formed 
an association with the intention of 
petitioning the 
Portuguese govern­ 
ment and on behalf of the slaves to 
establish missionary settlem ents to 
civilize and Christianize them and to 
act as a guard over the slave trader 
and to report the atrocities to the as­ 
sociation. 
“This seems to me,” he 
said, ’’the only effective way of put­ 
ting a stop to this iniquity.” He 
asked for the support, of the Mothers’ 
congress In his mission of humanity. 
After stating that “the cruelties 
meted out to these degraded human 
beings on the mainland were beyond 
description,”
